Mr. Murray said that it seemed to 
him ti^at the desire of the Public Ser¬ 
vice Railroad Company was to give 
better service, rearrange its ear 
schedule and run more cars, but be 
ailed to see where the double track ^ 
was to be of any material benefit lo , 
the people of the town, but be eould 
see where it would be of benefit to the 
arge number of people from the Or¬ 
anges who went to Newark by way of 
i,he Croestown and Bloomfield avenue 
lin®, and that oouid be accomplished 
by turning cars into Conger street to 

Bloomfield avenue. 

Mr. Murray said that the benefit to 
this town would be an extension of the 
Broad street line to Brookdale and 
their converting of a single track Into 
a double track by the connecting up of 
tidings appeared to furnish a way of 
getting over the franchise law tliat the 
company claimed made it Impossible 
to-extend their line to Brookdale. 

Mr. Murray thought that the proper 
action to take would be to refer the ap¬ 
plication to the committee oo railroads 
and transportation for an investigation 
and report. 

Mr. Hummel said that when the 
Glenwood avenue doable track was be¬ 
fore the council noi long ago the prin¬ 
cipal subject of consideration was the 
paving of the avenue and the PubUe 
Service Company made what was con¬ 
sidered a fair proposition. 

Mr. Sadler said he would be willing 
to favor tbe proposition providing tbe 
company would agree to pave the 
Centre and Glenwood avenue from 
curb to curb. 

General Him said that the company 
cod Id not stand any such pnwsure. 

Mr Murray said that the value of 
the permit that the town was asked to 
give the company could not be 
measured in dollars and cento. To
